County approves $1 million bond sale 


The Coffee County Commission 
gave a bonding company the "go 
ahead" on the sale of bonds to fi- 
nance the construction of a new $1 
million Health Department building 
in Enterprise at its meeting Monday 
in Elba and also discussed the pos- 
sibility of purchasing a $300,000 
building near the courthouse i En- 
terprise which would be used to 
house the Sheriff's Department, the 
offices of the District Attorney and 
other agencies presently being 
housed by the commission. 

Don Bowden, the architect of the 
new Health Department building, 
was at Monday's meeting and told 
the commission he was preparing 
to submit plans to the state for the 
final approval of the building. 

Bowden further stated that bids 
would be let on the construction in 
May, with actual gonstruction 
scheduled to start in late June. The 
building is expected to be complet- 
ed in February, 1990, 

A representative of a Montgom- 
ery investment company was also 
at the meeting and stated that at a 
mecting in January the commission 
had passed a resolution authorizing 
the firm to proceed with the prepar- 
ations for the sale of the bonds to 
be used to finance. the project. 

The commission reported it had 
since been contacted by other bond- 
ing companies which offered "better 
rates," but after a discussion it was 
agreed that the commission would 
do business with the company al- 
ready handling the bond sale. 

Comm. Jim Dubose stated "I am 
uneasy with the proposal and feel 
there has been too much haste in 
spending a lot of taxpayers’ money. 
In the future I hope that the com- 
mission won't allow itself to be 
forced into spending money that 
may not be necessary.” 

Comm. Sid Averett, an outspok- 
en advocate of the new building, de- 
clared "We've been kicking the 
needs of the Health Department 
around for four years and I don't call 
that being hasty. If the commission 
has made a mistake it has been in 
dragging its feet too long and mak- 
ing the residents in the county suf- 
er. 

After it was agreed that the com- 
mission would sell $1 million in 
bonds, the representative of the in- 
vestment company handling the 
sale warned the commission that 
the county may need to find addi- 
tional funding in four years when 
the county's share of the sales tax 
would dectease five percent. 

The commission stated that it 
felt the tax would generate suffi- 
cient funds and voted 6-1 (with 
Robert Stephens voting no) to in- 
struct the representative to proceed 
with the sale as soon as possible. 

Comm, Averett reminded the 
commission that it had recently vis- 
ited the Crumpler Furniture build- 
ing, in Enterprise, and stated "We 
have a real need for the building!" 

Averett reported the building 
could be used by the Sheriff, the 


District Attorney and other agencies 
that are housed in buildings rented 
or owned by the county. 

It was reported that the District 
Attorney had pledged $40,000 to- 
ward the purchase of the building, 
while by moving other agencies to 
the building would save the county 
$650 per month in rent. 

Commission chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton stated "Before we buy any- 
thing else we need to find a way to 
pay for it," and Comm. Robert Ste- 
phens declared "The two priorities 
the county should be concerned 
with are the jail and the Sheriff's of- 
fice in Enterprise. We are facing a 
suit about the jail and could be 
forced to build a new jail and we 
need to stick with these priorities." 

The commission agreed to make 
a final decision on a possible pur- 
chase of the building at its next 
meeting on February 27. 

The raise for the court reporters 
in the district was again discussed 
and the approval of the raise was re- 
scinded by the commission until 
further study. 

Comm. Dubose questioned 
whether the funding of the raises 
would be funded through the DA's 
Worthless Check Fund, or come 
from the county's share of the fund 
that is placed in the county's gener- 
al fund, 

After contacting District Attor- 
ney Joel Folmar it was discovered 
that the raises would come from the 
county's share of the fund and take 
$4,500 annually from the county's 
general fund. 

After learning of the source of 
the raises, the commission voted to 
rescind its approval of the raises un- 
ul further study. 

Comm, Dubose took a stand 
against the county's policy concern- 
ing sewer pipe, but his motion to 
change the policy died for a lack of 
a second, 

"The county has a policy about 
sewer pipe that states only concrete 
or metal pipe can be installed on 
the right-of-way,” said Dubose, 
"but I know of people who are in 
violation of the policy and think it 
needs to be changed. If an individual 
puts in his own pipe and it doesn't 
affect the flow of water on the 
right-of-way I don't think it should 
matter if the person puts in a plas- 
tic pipe.” 

County engineer Mark Pool Du- 
bose by stating "The county also 
has a policy that it will maintain 
sewer pipes forever and years down 
the road it would cost the county a 
fortune to replace the pipes and re- 
pair the problems they have caused. 
To change the policy and allow citi- 
zens to install plastic pipe would 
place a burden on the county for 
years to come!" 

Comm, Dubose then made a 
motion to amend the county's exist- 
ing policy to allow citizens to in- 
stall plastic and used concrete pipe 
if the size of the pipe meets all reg- 
ulations and doesn't interfere with 
the flow of water. 


The motion died for a lack of a 
second; however, Comm. Bill 
Faulk remarked that "sometimes 
you have to look the other way" 
and suggested that the county not 
make the individuals who have al- 
ready installed the plastic pipe re- 
move and replace the pipe. 

The county engineer also report- 
ed on the success of the auction 
held on Feb.4 at the county fair- 
grounds, 

It was reported that a total of 
$236,823 in equipment was sold at 
the auction, with $217,423 worth 
of equipment being sold to buyers 
from outside Coffee County. 

The county's share from the sale 
of its equipment amounted to 
$90,714.80, while Enterprise sold 
$28,000 in goods, Geneva County 
sold $20,000, Covington County 
$7,000 and Elba $2,200. 

The engineer requested the com- 
mission use the $90,000 to help 
cover the cost of the two motor 
graders recently ordered by the coun- 
ty and recommended the balance of 
$34,000 needed be borrowed and lat- 
er repaid from next year's budget. 

The commission commended the 
engineer on the success of the auc- 
tion and approved his requests. 

In other action at Monday's 

smeeting, the commission: 

***tabled bids on treated timber 
and precast concrete panels until the 
next meeting; 

***received a progress report on 
a water system grant for the coun- 
ty; 

***was informed that the Enter- 
prise United Fund had changed its 
name to the Coffee County United 
Way and now served the entire 
county; 

***heard a request from HRDC 
to increase its monthly allocation 
by $200 to allow the agency to 
move its office in Enterprise to a 
new location; 

***agreed to send out invitations 
to bid on fuel, herbicide and liquid 
asphalt; 

***received comparative data 
sheets on the counties in the stale; 

***received a copy of an Attor- 
ney General's ruling stating it was 
illegal to work on private driveways 
as an aid for school buses and mail 
Carriers without having the drive- 
ways dedicated as public roads; 

***adopted the same tax millage 
as in 1988 (7 mills general fund, 3 
1/2 mills road and bridge and 5 
mills countywide school); 

***appointed Janice Bailey to 
the Crosstrails Regional library 


***reappointed Roy Grimes to a 
term on the Goodman Water Au- 
thority; 

***agreed to take bids on the re- 
moval of the Lee home at the 
Feb.27 meeting; 

***voted to eliminate partime 
help at the Registrars office due to 
the fact the extra help has a'rcady 
exceeded the budget by over $9,000; 

***and, paid bills.

Large gathering meets with schoo! 
board concerning location of prom 


Elba School Board members 
walked into a hornet's nest last 
Tuesday evening when their regular 
meeting convened and they were 
met with over 75 eleventh-grade 
Students and parents who were upset 
over administrative decisions con- 
cerning the location of the annual 
junior-senior prom. 

The group had called and got 
their matter on the official agenda 
and this was taken up first with 
Mrs. Wayne White being recog- 
nized as the opening speaker. She 
addressed the board with the prob- 
lem, and then student Chad Tindol 
and another parent, Mrs. Sue Bog- 
gan, read prepared statements. 

The group was upset over the 
-choice of locations the juniors were 
given for holding the prom and over 
what they perceived as a poor altti- 
tude of cooperation from the admin- 
stration and some of the junior 
sponsors. 

The junior class members had 
voted on where to hold the prom 
and had been given a choice of the 
Ft. Rucker Officers’ Club or the 
National Guard Armory. The vote 
had been close but the Armory had 
prevailed. 

The group continued to ask ques- 
tions about just why they couldn't 
use the high school gym, as had 
been done every year up until last 
year when the group went to Ft. 
Rucker. 

High school principal Mickey 
McCollough was on the hot seat 
dyring most of the discussion with 
most of the anger directed at him 
for what was perceived as unreason- 
able ground rules for the proin. 

McCollough explained that the 
gym was part of the academic facili- 
lies of the school during the day and 
any efforts to prepare for a prom 
normally closed it for this use at 
least wo weeks. He read from a set 
of guidelines for use of the facility 
and noted it included no hard shoes 
on the basketball court and no food 
in the gym area. 

The students pointed out that 
they had been offered the use of a 
mat to cover the floor and prevent 
any of these problems. They also 
questioned why the gym was needed 
for all P.E. classes when outside 
basketball courts had been con- 
structed this year for the use of P.E. 
classes and springtime was normal- 
ly a time for playing softball. 

No answer was ever given for 
this; however Mrs. Linda Berry, 
who was present on another matter, 
noted she had been one of four 
teaching P.E. at Elba Higin School 
for more years than she cared to ad- 
mit and she could assure the board 
her students would be occupied else- 
where during whatever time the 
gym was needed for the prom and 
this would be no problem with her. 

The fact that the gym had been 
refinished two years ago al a high 
cost was cited as a reason for not 
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using it for proms. However one 
student noted that school books are 
nice and pretty when new and ques- 
tioned if they should keep them that 
way Or open the books and study 

Several students quoted McCol 
lough as saying "I don't care if you 
have a prom or not." He later told 
board members this happened at a 
time when all were talking and he 
was trying to get their undivided at 
tention. 

One parent asked for permission 
to talk and explained that he felt the 
prom issue was just an example of 
"a town trying to get its school 
back." He was interrupted by clap 
ping from the visitors and contin- 
ued by saying, "They feel there are 
reprisals against our children when 
prents complain - and it may hap- 
pen tonight, it has happened be- 
fore." 

Superintendent Lamar Foley 
Stated he didn't realize the commu 
nity had lost its schools. 

Board member G, A. Lindsey 
noted this was a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity for these young people 
and felt this should be considered, 

After repeated questions from the 
group, the board members finally 
convinced them they could use the 
school gym if the students voted to 
do so. (A later vote by the students 
indicated all but 2 voted in fayor of 
the gym)

On the way to Dothan the other 
day I couldn't help but to notice an 
Enterprise car dealer's advertising 
billboard. His maketing technique 
is by far the most peculiar approach 
I've ever run across, Perhaps you've 
seen the same billboard - the picture 
of the car is upsi ! 

At first I thought maybe the 
paster had made a mistake; I envi- 
sioned the paster having had a bad 
day - - maybe even distracted by 
personal problems so that he had 
unconsciously pasted the advertise- 
ment upside down, 

I could imagine the dealer's rage 
over such a blatantly botched job. 
Billboard advertising doesn't come 
cheap, you know. 

But then I began to see other 
billboard space that the same dealer 
had rented around Enterprise, and to 
my astonishment, on every bill- 
board, the car being advertised had 
been pasted upside down. It wasn't 
the paster who was at fault at all - - 
it was the dealer who had chosen a 
most outlandish way of touting his 
stock. 

Or was it outlandish? In many 
ways I see the inverted billboards as 
public parables of the society in 
which we live, a society that seems 
to have an inverted view of life. 

I believe that in every person's 
mind God has implanted a sense of 
moral “oughtness," what all of us 
know better as a conscience. In sit- 
uations of decision our consciences 
guide us toward behaviors that are 
most morally correct. 

Only recently has society sought 
to belittle the human conscience. 
Psychological and sociological "ex- 
perts” rant about collective guilt 
and subliminal anxieties. The 
norms and mores that guided our 
living for so long are no longer ne- 
cessary, archaic and outmoded dino- 
saurs for a humanity "come of age." 

New standards have become 
vogue; old guidelines have been re- 
placed by more permissive ones. 
Our society is now close to 180 de- 
grees from how we once ordered our 


existence. Sometimes you have to 
do ethical and moral headstands to+ 
figure out where folks are coming 
from today. 

But look at the results, Are our 
families any stronger? Is public 
health any more stable? Does gov- 
ernment perform its tasks any more 
fairly? 

I don't think so. And I fear that 
in the coming months the situation 
won't get any better. 

Do you remember the children’s 
story, "The Emperor Who Wore No 
Clothes"? Three hucksters had con- 
vinced the emperor that the clothes 
they had woven for him at great ex- 
pense were the most beautiful in all 
the world. In reality they had 
dressed him in nothing, not a 
Stitch. 

Everyone was afraid to admit the 
emperor had no clothes. After a 
while, people became accustomed 
to the bare-backed emperor. One 
day, however, a little boy breathed 
the unthinkable, and the word final 
ly got out - - the emperor really had 
not been wearing any clothes. 

Somebody needs to stand up and 
point out the inverted billboards and 
topsy-turvy standards of this age. i 
not, their perspective might become 
standard fare for all of us. 

I see that "pointing out" as the 
task of a church. I think we have a 
far more powerful symbol to share 
with the world - - the symbol of the 
cross. 

Look at it this way: the cross is 
incapable of inversion. Any way 
you look at it the cross still stands 
for an amazing love that accepts us 
for who we are. 

Of course, not everybody will 
buy the cross. Some will think it 
folly, others will consider it an ob- 
stacle to their personal agendas. But 
others will embrace it; many will 
build their eternities around it. 

Why? Because for them who are 
being saved, the cross - any way 

you look at it - is nothing less than 
the power of God.

What is repentance, and 
what does it involve?

Repentance has been called "God's hardest command.” Real repentance is 
often difficult, because there are so many things which can be confused with 
real Biblical repentance. Some think that “conviction,” or “awareness of 
sin," is repentance. While we must be aware of our sin, and need for repen- 
tance, real repentance demands much more. Repentance is also not merely 

being afraid of the consequences of one's sin. James writes’ (James 219) that 
the demons "believe and shudder.” Fear of the consequences should urge one 
on to repentance. Neither is being sorry for sin repentance. The jails are 
filled with men and women who are sorry they have been caught in their 
crimes, but who have not repented. In 2 Corinthians 7:10, Paul writes that 
"godly sorrow works repentance." ‘Thus sorrow is important, but still not re- 
pentance. Even the reformation of one's life is not repentance. A reformed 
life will be the fruit, or result of repentance. 

What then is repentance? It is a change of the will, or mind, and a surrend- 
er of the will, or mind, it is a change of the will or mind in reference to sin 
against almighty God. When we sin, we sin against God. When we repent, 
we decide that our wills, or minds will be surrendered to the Lord. It is no 
longer our will that is important, but the will of Christ. We have given him 
control of our lives. That means we will be sorry that we have sinned 
against Him, and our lives will reflect this repentance. For instance, the 
thief who repents will cease stealing, and do all he can to make up for what 
he has stolen, as Zaccheus did after Christ forgave him. In like manner, the 
person living in adultery, will cease living in adultery, if he has truly re- 
pented, and wishes to do the will of Christ. 

God has always desired and demanded that his people practice repentance 
when they sin against Him. John the Baptizer, Jesus, and His disciples all 
preached the necessity of repentance. Perhaps as clear a statement as can be 
found concerning the necessity of repentance is Paul's statement in Acts 
17:30, “The times of this ignorance God winked at; but now commandeth 
all men everywhere to repent." It is not possible to be pleasing to God, nor 
to live the pure Christian life without repentance. One must have a change 
of the will, a surrender of the will to God. And this surrender must be the 
kind of surrender that calls for a reformed life, one that puts away sin, and is 
dedicated to serving God in every area of life. If you have not repented of 
your sins, obey Peter's Pentecost command,'Repent and be baptized every 
one of you, in the name of Jesus Christ, for the remission of your sins” 
(Acts 2:38).

Is It The Only Answer ???

Teenagers of today are faced with 
so many decisions, We must decide 
what we want to do, where we want 
to go, and how we want to get 
there. We're stepping into the fu- 
ture, and taking control of our lives 
-- we're growing up. 

Some teenagers however are hav- 
ing to grow up faster than they had 
planned, Faced with an unwanted 
pronancy many a young girl is 

aving to contemplate not only her 
own future, but also the future of 
her unborn child. 

Many times abortion appears to 
be the only practical solution. Six- 
teen years ago, on Jan. 22, 1973, 
the United States Supreme Court 
legalized abortion in the Roe vs. 
Wade decision. That did not settle 
the controversy in the minds of 
many people, though. 

Many doctors acknowledge the 
physcial complications that can re- 
sult from abortion. Dr. John C. 
‘Wilke, president of "Right to Life," 
listed 68 possible complications. 
including convulsions, cardiac ar- 
rest, later miscarriages, and sterili- 
ty. 

Dr. Gibert McDonough of Enter- 
prise is an OB-GYN, as well as a 
devout Christian, When asked why 
he is opposed to abortion medical- 
ly, rather than religiously, he re- 
plied, "I cannot separate the two. It 
is because of my religious convic- 
tions that I am opposed to abortion. 
I am dealing with life and with peo- 
ple, and every decision I make has 
to be a moral decision.” 

He further stated that since abor- 
tion has been legalized; there have 
been between 15 and 18 million 
abortions in the U.S. 

Abortion can cause many emo- 
tional problems. While*talking to 
Chuck Shepherd, a counselor for 
AGAPE of South Alabama, he told 
me that in many cases a girl who 
has an abortion thinks at the time 
that she has made a good decision, 
-but looks back years later filled 
with guilt.

Abortion may seem the only 
outlet for unwed teenage mothers, 
because of emotional and financial 
problems, but there are agencies 
that can help. AGAPE of South Al- 
abama is one such agency. For girls 
willing to give up their babies for 
adoption, but not able to bear the 
high cost of pregnancy, assistance 
is available. 

AGAPE will provide free coun- 
seling and will pay all medical 
bills, legal fees, and additional 
counseling charges. AGAPE can 
even arrange for a girl to spend her 
pregnancy, in whole or in part, ina 
foster home, so that she will not 
have to stay in her hometown if she 
does not wish to do go. 

Abortion on demand is presently 
the law of the land. The Supreme 
Court ruling of Roe vs. Wade may 
be overturned, however.

February is the 
month to hunt 


rabbit in state

Deer, squirrel and dove seasons 
have already closed or are nearing 
the end, but don't despair, hunters. 
The best time for hunting the hot- 
footed rabbit is approaching because 
February is a good month for hunt 
ing the cottontail! 

Results of a recent statewide 
hunter survey indicated rabbit hunt 
ing ranked fourth in popularity 
among game species in Alabama. 
During the 1987-88 hunting sea- 
son, 45,489 hunters spent 367,049 
days afield and bagged approximate- 
ly 421,000 rabbits. Though this 
seems like a great deal of hunting, 
it is only about half of what it was 
in the early to mid 1960's. Most 
old-time rabbit hunters have long 
since faded away or become modern- 
day hunters with four-wheel drives, 
ATV's and other fancy paraphernal- 
ia. 

What does all this mean to to 
day's rabbit hunter? It means there 
are still plenty of rabbits out there 
and very few rabbit hunters. Many 
landowners will still let you hunt 
the wily cottontail on their property 
if you just ask permission. 

Some areas of Alabama have 
higher rabbit populations than oth 
ers. The fertile soils of the Tennes- 
see Valley, Blackbelt and Lower 
Coastal Plain regions of the state 
are your best bet. However, even in 
areas that do not provide abundant 
food and cover for rabbits, hunting 
will probably be interesting because 
of the sheer numbers of cottontails, 

If you want to find plenty of rab- 
bits, learn to look for and recognize 
good rabbit habitat. How do you 
recognize good "rabbitat" when you 
see iL? Remember the tale of old 
Brer Rabbit and the Tar Baby. Briar 
and honeysuckle patches inter- 
spersed with small openings of 
green succulent grass are ideal plac- 
es for rabbits to hang out. The 
patches provide good cover and the 
grass provides food, the two main 
ingredients for rabbit sites. 

Okay, now you know where the 
rabbits will be - - how are you go- 
ing to hunt them? A good pack of 
beagles can produce fast and excit- 
ing action. Dogs can hunt thickets 
where rabbits are likely to be. If 
you do not have dogs, you can still 
get your share of the action by 
jump shooting. Be sure to stump 
out all the good cover sources, es- 
pecially near the edge of openings. 
Stay ready, for you will only get 
one chance at that fleeing brown 
blur. 

Have a good, safe hunt!

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Elba Native Had Interestin 


By Faye Holliday 

Stories set in the city of New 
York and the city itself in the late 
1800's and carly 1900's have always 
fascinated me, especially those of a 
Brooklyn location. 

So, when Mrs. Zenobia O'Flinn 
of Elba came into the office recent- 
ly t® renew her paper and that of her 
son, Patrick who still lives in 
Brooklyn, and we began to chat, 
my interest perked up. 

Mrs, O'Flinn is a native of Cof- 
fee County, having been born in 
the Arwood Community, to Byrd 
and Olivia Beatrice Storey Burkett. 

The Burketis came to Coffee 
County from Georgia. They were 
married the day after Christmas in 
1897 and moved to Alabama soon 
afterwards. 

Mr. Burkett began his living as 
a farmer, renting land, and also op- 
erated a haberdashery store in New 
Brockton - rather in “old Brock- 
ton,” 

When he opened the store, he 
paid for everything in gold, which 
he had received as payment for his 
farm produce. 

Then, as the family was prepar- 
ing to build a new home - they had 
the foundation laid - the store 
burned to the ground and they lost 
everything. Mr. Burkett's insurance 
had been lapsed for one day - so 
there was nothing at all left. 

He did not try to rebuild and 
moved his family into a house on 
Harper's Mill Creek Road, where 
"Nobie," as she was called, was 
born, She was the second child, El- 
sie (Jacobs) being the firstborn, 

Other children were brothers 
Frank and Chester Burkett, Chester 
having died recently and Frank 
some years ago. 

Mr. Burkett died in 1933 and his 
wife in 1967, 

Nobie attended school at Ar- 
wood, New Brockton and Elba 
schools, and after graduation went 
to work in West's Dime Store in 
Elba, and then in Geneva. She also 
worked in the shirt factory in Gene- 
ya, during which time the cosme- 
tology field beckoned to her, and 
she took a beauty course in Geneva. 

* "IT began to want to go to a real 
beauty school," Mrs. O'Flinn said, 
“and moved to New York to do this 
in 1939, 

"I finished my course, and there 
is where I met my husband, Daniel. 
He worked at the Army base as a ci- 
vilian. 

"He was Irish, but was born in 
Brooklyn; then when he was six, 


Mrs. O'Flinn and a little 
friend in front of her apart- 
ment building in Brooklyn, 
N.Y. after her marriage 
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his mother died and his father took 
him and his brother back to Ireland 
to take over the family business, 
which an uncle had died and left." 

Later when Daniel returned to 
New York he and Nobie met. 

"It was Memotial Day, 1939, 
and some friends end I had gone on 
a boat ride to Rye Beach. We went 
back to the home of one of my 
friends and ate - - she had cooked a 
big leg o'lamb - - and we were all 
there just having a big time. 

"Daniel was there too, and so we 
became friends and began to date. I 
got engaged to him, but came back 
home to Coffee County for a 
while. 

"I had in mind to open my own 
beauty shop, but that did not pan 
out; I worked in a shop in back of 
Martin's Store while in Elba. 

"So I went back to New York; 
and there I began attending the 
Catholic Church which I had come 
to love. I also began the catechism 
to convert." 

Mrs. O'Flinn was confirmed into 
the Catholic church in Brooklyn, 
New York, Nov., 1940, and married 
her Irishman on Saturday, Feb. 6, 
1941, in Our Lady of Perpetual 
Help Church, 


The couple set up housekeeping 
and raised their family in Brooklyn; 
she did not work professionally. 
And there her children were born: 
Mary Claire (now Vandervoort), 
who still lives in Brooklyn; Daniel, 
who lives in Matawan, N.J. and is 
married to the former Ann Marie 
Ruane, also from Ireland; and Pa- 
trick, the Elba Clipper subscri- 
ber, unmarried and also living in 
Brooklyn. 

Mrs, O'Flinn's husband died in 
1961, and a year or so later she 
brought Danny and Patty (as she 
sometimes calls Patrick) to Elba to 
take care of her mother. (Mary had 
married after the death of Mr. 
OF linn.) 

Nobie and the children moved to 
Montgomery taking her mother 
with them, and there they lived un- 
til 1964 when they moved to Elba. 

Patrick graduated from Elba 
High School in May of 1965, and 
in September, she and the children 
went back to New York, after hav- 
ing to put her mother in the nurs- 
ing home. 

She first put her in the Opp 
Nursing Home, but an opening be- 
came available in Elba a year or so 
later, soon after the opening of the 
Elba Nursing Home. And that is 
where Mrs, Burkett died. 

Patrick went to work in Green's 
dime store, then into service, then 
to work for the telephone company 
where he is presently employed. 

The second-story stairs of the 
apartment she and Patrick occupied 
began to be too much for her to 
climb after she began to have health 
problems, and for a while she 
wasn't sure about where she wanted 
to live. But after talking with a 
friend in Elba about an apartment, 
she began to think about moving 
back to Coffee County. 

And what did her chiidren think 
of this move away from them? 

"They were delighted that I 
would be able to live around oth- 
ers," she said. "I was by myself in 
that big apartment building during 
the day and much of the time at 
night, as my son worked at night, 
so they were thrilled that I could be 
around others and have a secure 
home. And, too, I knew the people 
here and it was home to me." 

And so, on March 25, 1982, she 
moved into her present apartment in 
Morrow Village. 

But Mrs. O'Flinn said, "I loved

"We would go to the museums, 
especially the 81st St. Metropolitan, 
Art Museum; we went to Billy 
Rose's Diamond Horse Shoe a lot;

Dunbar's poetic genius was evi- 
dent in his high school days when 
he was class poet at Dayton, Ohio's 
Central High School. Dunbar, the 
only Negro in his class, was the ed- 
itor of the school paper and edited 
the yearbook for his graduating 
class. 

Shortly after his first collection 
of poems Oak and Ivy had been 
published, he was invited to address 
the West End Club of Toledo, 
Ohio. Dunbar walked into the 
club's meeting room just as one Dr. 
Chapman finished reading a paper 
denouncing the Negro and doubting 
his basic intelligence. 

When the good doctor had fin- 
ished, Dunbar was called upon to 
recite, He said, "I shall give you 
one poem which I had not intended 
reciting when I first came in," and 
in measured and stately tones, the 
21-year-old poet gave his "Ode to 
Ethiopia:" 


Be proud my race, in mind and 
soul; 

Thy name is writ on Glory's scroll 

In characters of fire. 

High mid the clouds of fame's 
bright sky 

Thy banner's blazoned folds now 


fly 
And truth shall lift them higher. 
Dunbar wrote his poems in dialect.

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Kilba policeman stabbed in Friday night altercation 


An Elba police officer is in good 
condition and out of a Dothan hos- 
pital this week after being stabbed 
in the chest Friday night while at- 
tempting to make an arrest. 

The officer, Sgt. Dale Cobb, 
was transported from the scene of 
the attack by a Coffee County Sher- 
iff's deputy and ijater transferred to 
Dothan with what doctors described 
as a "life threatening wound." 

According to Elba Police Chief 
Freddie Hanchey, a caller reported a 
domestic disturbance at Razoos, a 
nightspot in the Mulberry Heights 


section of Elba, and officers Dale 
Cobb and Patrick Norris answered 
the call, 

Upon arriving at the scene, the 
officers attempted to arrest Mark 
Adam Whitfield, age 22, on a 
charge of disorderly conduct. Whit- 
field fled the scene on foot and the 
officers pursued down Taylor Mill 
Road. 

While Norris followed through a 
wooded area, Cobb went to a trailer 
park approximately 1/4 mile from 
the scene of the disturbance and be- 
gan questioning residents, 


During the questioning, Whit- 
field appeared from behind a trailer 
and when Cobb attempted to make 
the arrest, the subject reportedly re- 
sisted the arrest and the two fell to 
pb tei as a struggle ensued. 

fficer Norris arrived at the trail- 
er park while Cobb and Whitfield 
were still on the ground and after 
controlling the crowd that was at 
the scene, attempted to aid Cobb. 

Whitfield reportedly fought with 
both officers and was still fighting 
when Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
and Deputy Sheriff Dean Blair ar- 


rived at the park, Chief Hanchey 
grabbed Whitfield and with the aid 
of Norris and Blair was able to re- 
strain Whitfield. 

While handcuffing Whitfield, 
Cobb told his fellow officers that 
he was injured and upon closer ex- 
amination it was found that Cobb 
had been stabbed in the chest. 

Deputy Blair transported Cobb 
to the Elba General Hospital, where 
he was stabilized and transferred to a 
Dothan hospital. 

At presstime this week, Cobb 
had been released from the hospital 


New Brockton residents and city officials concerned 
over recent cutbacks in police department 


The citizens in New Brockton 
are concemed about recent cutbacks 
in the city's police department and 
while Mayor James Driskel! defends 
the actions and scoffs at those who 
voice complaints, at least two 
members of the city council agree 
that the city does indeed have prob- 
lems that should be aired. 

The city has been in a severe fi- 
nancial squeeze in recent months, 
due partly because of the climina- 
tion of federal revenue sharing 
funds, and as a money saving step 
the radio dispatchers in the police 
department were laid off, leaving 
the city without a dispatcher in the 
department on weekends and after 
hours during the week. 

A diverter has been placed on the 
department's phone, which when 
operational, transfers all incoming 
calls to the Paste at the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department. 

While the diverter does give the 
citizens of New Brockton a means 
of contacting law enforcement offi- 
cials, the equipment is reported to 
be "less then dependable" by at least 
one area policeman who was famil- 
iar with such equipment. 

During the regular working 
hours at City Hall, the city clerk 
answers calls for the department and 
acts as a dispatcher for the police- 
man on duty, but once City Hall 
closes, any officer on duty is with- 
out direct contact with anyone with- 
in the city, a situation that could 
easily place the officer in jeopardy. 

It was reported on Thursday of 
last week that an additional cut had 
been made that reduced the force to 
the chief and Pee jeder giving 
the city a total of three policemen 
to provide protection 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week, to the ap- 
proximately 2,500 residents living 
within the police jurisdiction. 

When the fact is added that the 
department has been instructed to 
reduce gasoline consumption, it be- 
comes clear why the citizens are 
concerned about the city's lack of 
police protection! 

Mayor Driskell stated the con- 
cers were unfounded and pointed 
the finger back at those who op- 
posed his reelection bid to the city's 
highest office. 

"This all goes back to what hap- 
pened during the election," said 
Driskell. "It's just the same folks 
trying to cause problems. There is 
nothing to all the complaints and 
it's not even worthy of being in the 
newspaper!" 

In explaining the cutbacks at the 
police department, Mayor Driskell 
said "The city has a major shortage 
of funds and since the police depart- 
ment receives approximately two- 
thirds of the funds budgeted, it was 
obvious where the cuts in spending 
had to be made. We haven't released 
any policemen, all we've done is to 
temporarily. lay off the radio dis- 
patchers. At the last council meet- 
ing we made adjustments on the 
garbage contract that will save the 
city over $1,000 a month, and 
hopefully, before long the financial 
crisis in the city will be over. We 
intend to return the dispatcher to 
work as soon as possible and put 
the so calied problems to rest." 

ity Councilman Charles Cole 
remarked "I don't know what is go- 
ing on in the police department and 
apparently I'm one of the few who 
don't!" 

"The city is in a bad financial 
Situation at this time because of the 
loss of revenue sharing funds and 
the fact the garbage pickup had cost 
the city over $1,000 a month for at 


least a year,” said Cole. "It took a 
while for the huge losses in garbage 
service to begin hurting the city, 
but once it did, it all but broke the 
city financially. We corrected the 
garbage problem at our last meeting 
and maybe it a couple of months 
the financial picture won't be quite 
so bleak." 

When asked again about the po- 
lice department, Councilman Cole 
stated "When you have only three 
policemen, one car and no radio dis- 
patchers it is obvious that you can't 
provide adequate protection, Howev- 
er, right now it is the best the city 
can do because of the financial 
problems and we'll all have to live 
with it," 

"The problems in the police de- 
partment are definitely a major con- 
cern to me both as a resident of the 
town and a member of the council," 
added Cole, "but I believe the big- 


gest problem facing the council is a 
lack of communications. As a 
councilman I should be aware of 
what is happening in the city's vari- 
Ous departments, but all I know is 
what I hear and the answers I get 
when I ask questions. The lack of 
communications and understanding 
between the mayor and the mem- 
bers of the council is the source of 
the problems. The council is not 
involved and not informed about 
what's going on in the city. The 
council needs to work together to 
help solve the problems facing our 
city, but we can't and can't be effec- 
live leaders in the community when 
we don't even know what is going 
on," 

Councilman Britt Lee echoed 
Cole's sentiments and said "I don't 
think the problems are all in the 
police department. It all goes back 


to the selection of the mayor and 
the conflict in personalities,” 

"There is a lack of cooperation 
and communications between the 
members of the council and the 
mayor," stated Lee, "and until we 
can all sit down and work together 
we'll always have problems. We do 
have financial problems within the 
city and cutbacks were needed; how- 
ever, the police department is a vi- 
tal part of any city and our depart- 
ment can't stand any more cuts. 
There are problems in the depart- 
ment, but the problems go much 
deeper, I assure you." 

Councilman Cole stated he 
would recommend at the next meet- 
ing of the council that a town meet- 
ing be held to allow all citizens to 
air their concerns and discuss the 
concerns with the mayor and coun- 
cil.

Elba mayor afraid dam would have adverse affect on Pea River 


The proposed construction of a 
dam and man-made 5,000 acre lake 
on the Pea River, north of Coffee 
County, was discussed last week at 
a meeting at the nation's capitol and 
despite glowing reports from vari- 
ous agencies and predictions of ben- 
efits for surrounding counties, Elba 


mayor Fred Moore stated he would 
delay endorsing the project until all 
questions concerning the effects of 
the construction on cities down riv- 
er could be answered, 

"I attended the meeting and heard 
all the predictions of how great the 
dam and lake would be for south 


Alabama," said Mayor Mvore, "but 
I wasn't convinced then and am still 
not convinced that to construct such 
a dam would create problems for the 
Pea River and cities south of the 
dam, such as Elba and Geneva."

Murdock to head Water & Electric Board 


Mickey Murdock was named 
chairman of the Elba Water & Elec- 
tric Board last week during the regu- 
lar monthly meeting. Murdock has 
been an appointed member of the 
board for several years and assumes 
the chairmanship after Elba Mayor 
Fred Moore resigned to assume the 
reins of superintendent of the utility 
department. 

City Council member Bill Brun- 
son had previously been appointed 
to the board by the city council, 
again because of Moore's resigna- 
tion. Brunson was present for his 
first utility board meeting, 

The board members opened bids 
on a used pole truck, paid monthly 
bills, discussed problems with the 
income from the rural water and dis- 
cussed the need for having an engi- 


neering survey made on the electric 
system, 

Only one company entered a 
firm bid on the pole truck and this 
was the Birmingham firm of Dun- 
can Manf. Co. from whom the util- 
ity has been renting a unit for sev- 
eral weeks. They bid $14,000 
minus a $1500 trade-in on a used 
unit. They also subtracted $1,000, 
which represented two weeks rent 
paid for previous use on the ma- 
chine. The actual price paid by the 
utility for the pole truck was 
$11,500. 

Two other firms, one from Mo- 
bile and another from Birmingham 
entered "No Bids". 

Monthly bills totaling 
$11,340.78 were approved for pay-

Murdock told board members 
what the major items were on this 
list of bills and the two largest were 
for water and electric inventory. 

Rural water continues to cost 
more that it generates, according to 
the reports read each month by 
board members. 

The cost of maintaining the ex- 
tended lines and repaying the money 
borrowed to install the lines exceed- 
ed income by $927.47 during Janu- 
ary. The four month total indicates 
income is $3794.91 below expens- 
es this far into the fiscal year. 

Murdock pointed out to board 
members that the electric depart- 
ment is showing a drop in total 
sales, but a drop in purchased power 
and operating expenses has actually 
increased profits to the city. Sales 
have dropped about $9 thousand for 
the fiscal year and expenses show a 
drastic $32,000 decrease. 

The water system profits have 
jumped from $1891 for the first 4 
months of the last year. They are 
presently standing at $11,848. 

Murdock commented that this 
increase helped pay the ever increas- 
ing cost of maintaining the sewer 
pumping stations in Elba. The cost 
of operating these pumping stations 
increased from $19,945 to over $30 
thousand thus far this year. 

Utility officials have been warn- 
ing for several years that our sewer 
system was in a bad state of repair 
and needed a major overhaul. How- 
ever the FHA loan to install new 
lines and the treatment plant in 
1968 still has over $400,000 out- 
Standing. 

Accounts receivable show 
$4336.61 due, with only $178.05 
of this in uncollected bills while 
$1677.53 was due and meters pulled 
and $2481.03 are considered because 
customers have died or moved and 
have not been found. 


answers tike the experts at the 
mecting,” continued Moore, "and 
my fears may be unfounded; howev- 
er, I just don't believe that during 
the construction of the dam the wa- 
ter level in the Pea River south of 
the dam won't drop drastically and 
literally dry up. The city is interest- 
ed in the continuing project to have 
the old generating plant south of 
Elba put back in operation and we 
are all interested in the agricultural 
community. If the dam is built and 
the water level is unstable, the 
power plant won't be able to oper- 
ate and farmers may find their irri- 
gation sy:tems become useless, es- 
pecially when the level drops. | am 
concemed about the project and will 
make sure the people of Elba and 
the surrounding area are kept in- 
formed." 

According to federal reports, the 
proposed lake would be used pri- 
marily for flood control, but would 
also serve the area for recreational
